ANADIANIZING THE 
FOREIGNER IN WEOT 


CiTY OF CALGARY MAKES GOOD 
CITIZENS OUT OF THE NEW- 
COMERS 


Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach+ 
ing the Foreigh Element of s Pop- 
ulation, is Meeting With Marked 
Success—One Way to Make Good 
Canadian Citizens. 

= (By Charles Stokes) F 
The assimila.ion of the foreigner 

fs one of the most interesting aspects 

of Canadian immigration, Canada re- 
ceives an egjormous immigration, of 
which approximately 25 per cent. is 
drawn froin nonnglish speaking 
countries, and the mere attraction of 
these people to her shores is not the 
completion of her responsibilities, 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not suffic- 
jent; there must be a hospitable wel- 
come and a readiness to uecept the 
newcomer, whatever nationality ne 
represents and whatever ongue he 
apeaka, as a man and a broths, Of 
his own part, the foreigner is g2ner 
ally in fullest sympathy with any ot- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and political atmosphere of the 
Dominion. But he comes from coun: 
tries where vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
and to set the impress of Canadian 
ideals upon the heterogeneous mass 
of which he is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to reduce the for- 
eigner, adult though fie may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
to start right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstac’s to over: 
come is his ignorance of English. 

Once that is removed, he is sot only 

enabled to make a bette* living, but 

can be taught the principles of citi- 
zenship. 

An object lesson in the successful 
Canadianization of the foreigner was 
afforded the writer at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
eigners conducted by the Calgary 
school hoard. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the  wWwestermost 
prairies, situated as it is a consid- 
erable distance from any other big 
centre in Western Canada, and be- 
cause of the twenty-two iundred odd 
miles that stretch between it and the 
Atlantic seaboard, .t does not receive 
very much immigration of the rather 
objectionable kin’? that is tu be found 
in some eastern cities, but mostly of 
the progressive and educated type 
that is part of the march of civiliza- 
tion. Its foreign-born newcomers be- 
long not to the black hand but the 
Universal Association of Workers, 
Rut despite the fact that che average 
is possessed of an education that 
might be called fairly good, a very 


great proportion cannot speak Eng- 
lish; and it was to help thes2 per-

was no less than 407. 

The classes are in five groups-—— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
those who have been in the country 
under six months; secondly, for inter- 
mediate students, who have been in 
the country less than one year; third 
und fourth, advanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed class of students at 
various stages. The system used in 
imparting instruction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
uny person of even meagre education, 
is almost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Esperanto or some such uni-

nationalities as this—Scandinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and so forth. 
In the Berltiz system, no other lang- 
wage fs used but that which is being 
taught, and no translation is under- 
tuken by the instructor, The gpeak- 
ing of English is the first effort and 
then successively reading and writ- 
jug. In the Intermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fested in the discussion of such top- 
ics as prohibition, women's sufirage 
und the advantage or disadvantages 
of city life as compared with country 
Nfe. That French, Dutch, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Austrians can 
he brought to such perfection that 
they can argue on controversial mat- 
fers in a language which until a few 
months before had been unknown to 
all of them is, incidentally, a great 
achievement. In the advanced groups 
of the classes, a book on civics has 
been stuaied, and the students have 
nequired an introduction to a know- 
ledge of the government of the city, 
the province of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
until, as one student volunteered, 
from being unacquainted with Eng- 
lish they had in a yeap been advanced 
to being able to read’newspapers and 
fo take interest in all pclitical issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem. 

The closing exercises were attend- 
ed by a large number of people—the 
indents themselves, the friends they 
iad broéaght with them and who, not 
having attended the classes, sat gog- 
gle-cyed throughout the whole _ per- 
formance ind the very commonplace 
English-speaking folks who came out 
of curiosity. Represented in the hall 
were (besides Canadians, British and 
Americans, Norwegians, Swedes, 
Danish, Dutch, Greeks, Italians, Aus- 
trians, Poles, Galicians, Ruthenians, 
and even one very beaming China- 


man. One of the classes had also 
amongs: {its mombers, an Eskimo 
from Northern Siberia. The presenta- 
tion of prizes—dictionaries for the 
most proficient, copies of Marsh's 
“Story of Canada” for every student 

which was possible by ths generos- 
ity of the Calgary Canadian club, was 
after all the least important event. 
The most notable part was th. pro- 
gramme performed by the students 
themselves recitations, songs, 
speeches and papers. The excellence 
that was shown in every effort was 
perhaps the most convincing proof of 
the success attained. 


RETAIN FREEDOM 


Germany's Vexed Question in East 


+ Africa Under Review 

A white paper dealing with the 
vexed question o2 “serfdom” in Ger- 
man East Africa has been drawn up 
by the governor of the protectorate in 
reply to a Reichstag resolution on de- 
siting the abolition of serfdom by 
January 1, 1920. 1t has been the sub- 
ject of much criticism in the budget 
committee from Socialist and Centre 
party deputies. It says that it would 
be a highly dangerous experiment to 
abolish the serfdom by ae fixed date. 
The colonial secretary, Dr, Solf, fully 
agreed with this view, and was sup- 
ported by the National Liberals. The 
resolution is extremely unlikely to 


take effect. 
According to the German law, 
every native born after Dexember, 


1905, is free. The mild “serfdom” 
now existing in East Africa is a sur- 
vival of trfbal warfare and of the 
Arab conquests. In the days of the 
prosperous slave trade centred in 
Zanzibay the prisoners of war were 
sold to dealers and carried out of the 
country, but now that the trade has 
languished with the establishment of 
European role the serfs remain ani 
work in the country until they can 
purebase their freedom. 

There are estimated to be at pres- 


ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
East Africu. Their numbers are rap- 
idly dwindling and in fifteen years’

During the winter 
months an exhaustive inquiry was in- 
stituted into the condition of the

Vor twenty-six years the Dominion 
Experimental farms have been exper- 
imenting With grain crops at the var- 
ious farms and stations distributed 
over Canada, trying to learn which 
varieties give best results in the dif- 
ferent provinces. Not only lmve the 
best known sorts produced at other 
places been grown side by side, but 
a‘ the Central farm at Ottawa new 
varieties have been bred, and when 
found desirable, perpetuzte2 ana dis- 
tributed to growers, 

For the information of the Canad- 
jan farmer the more important re- 
sults of the season of 1913 at the dif- 
ferent farms have been put together 
in summarized form und issued in 
Bulletin Ng. 4. There are included ia 
this some recommendaticns as to var- 
jeties to grow, and method of produc- 
tion to fotlow that should prove of 
great service to growers in all parts 
of Canada, 

Referring to “Marquis” wheat 
which was bred at Ottawa, the bul- 
letin says, “Marquis produces very 
large crops, has usually good straw, 
and is more resistant to rust than 
most of the common var'eties.”

RADIUM CURI. ABANDONED 


Hope of Curing Cancer by Radium 
Cure is Given up by 
Experts 

All hope of curing cancer by rad- 
jum has been abandoned by some of 
the foremost surgeons and research 
workers of the country who declared 
at a recent meeting of the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer, 
that the failures cof radiur. outnum- 
bered the cures 160 to 1. 

That nothing is of avail against 
the most dreaded disease, but the 
speedy use of the knife, was the opin- 
lon advanced by Dr, William Mayo of 
Rochester, Minn. Operation is the 
only cure, but radium or ray treat- 
ment is in order as a temporary palla- 
tive, where operation is impossible, 
aecording to Dr. Wood, “irector of 
Cancer research at Columbia uni- 
versity. Failures fror: radium out- 
numbered the curcs 100 to 1, We said. 
Another generation will be required 
to furnish knowledge of the real 
cause and actual nature of cancer, he 
said. Experiments for 865 entries 
!show that heredity plays a small part, 
{if any at all, in its appearance, 

No Progress and Little Hope 

It was expected that the members 

would have something hopeful to re- 
port on the investigation, They ad- 
|mitted no progress and held out little 
hope. ‘They united in saying that 
they discovered neither the cause nor 
the nature of cancer. Then they 
proved by statistics that cancer is on 
the increase, 
; That a change in the habits and 
‘customs may reduce tie disease to 
some extent, Was a ray of hope held 
out by Mr. Mayo, who also said any 
cancer could be cured if operated up- 
on in its early stiges. 

“If we could only tell how to avoid 
it 1 would be glad, because I am 
frank to admit that we do not know,” 
he declared. He said the statement 
that the use of imeat was one of the 
habits to be avolded in connection 
with cancer Wan wrongly attributed 
to him.

LINES 10 BE BUILT 
DURING PRESENT YEAR 


THE CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM 
OF THREE TRANSCONTIN- 
ENTAL RAILWAYS 
Work Mapped Cut Shows That Many 
Miles of New Branch Lines Will be 
Constructed—Mary Miles of New 

Territory to bs Served 

This year’s program of railway 
construction work in Manitoba, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan has now 
Leen definitely decided on. The Can- 
adian Pacific Railway grading is be- 
ing done on the 15 mile extension of 
the Moose Jaw southwes: branch bo- 
yond Expense, Steel will be laid on 
this in 1914. Tho C.P.R. are now 
calling for tenders for the grading 
of 26 miles which is a further exten- 
sion of the line from Sterling Bast, 
which when completed will mean 
that the road projects 76 miles east 
from Sterling, Sask., and within 44 
miles of the Weyburn west lime. Steel 
however, may not be laid this year. 
This is the C.P.R.’s seconi alterna- 
tive route from Winnipeg to Van- 
couver via the Crow's Nest Pass and 
the Kettle Valley route. Tae C.P.R. 
will do grading operations as fol- 
lows: 72 miles on the Monitor-Ke:- 
robert line, 26 miles Suffield south 
westerly; 87 miles on the line run- 
ning west of Weyburn, 26 wiles on a 


line running north westerly from Cor- 


onation and 126 miles on the line 
from Bassane easterly. The total 
lines under construction in Alberta 
ls 206, in Saskatchewan River ex-

ARE THE PRAIRIES PERMANENT? 


Signs of Their Disappearance in 

the West as Growth of Trees 

is Ercouraged 

The dictionary defines a prairie as 
“a le.el or rolling tract sof treeless 
land covered with coarse grass,” 
Strictly speaking, then, the. prairies 
no longer exist in Canada except loc- 
ally, for there are no longer any 
large arcas exempt from settlement 
and the setUers/throughont the west 
have alresdy bean sup) - t by the 
Dominion Fciestry Branch wit over 
24,000,C00 trees, all of which have 
been planted and :sost of which aro 
growing up in ‘he farm of woodlots 
and shelferbelts. So successful have 
been these plantations and so great 
has the demand for trees grown, that 
the Indian Head Nursery Station, 
which has aa annual capacity of ap- 
proximately three million trees, can 
no longer supply this demand and it 
has been necessary to establisi a 
branch nursery at Saskatoon. 

The opinion was once wide-spread 
that the prairies were naturally tree- 


less :.2d many ingenious theor! > 
Were advanced to account for tuls 
treelessnesss One was that the soil 


Was too fine; a second that the soil 
was all right, but that because of the 
thick sod the tree seeds could not 
reach it; anotuer theory was that 
there was insufficient rainfall, and 
still another that the dry winter 
winds killed the buds and twigs, But 
if any of these factors have been det- 


rimental to tree-growth on the 
prairies in the past, the Forestry 
Branch has since succeedec in pro- 


ducing trees which are so adapted to 
climatic conditions that growth is as- 
sured, if the trees are given a proper 
start. 

The most probable cause c: the 
treelessness of the prairies is man, 
not nature. The fact that. th, In- 
dians long ago were in the habit of 
setting fires to the forests and grass- 
lands in order to “ord better graz- 
ing, and that in the fall, when these 


winds wére westerly, seems to prove 
that from the arid plains of South- 
ern Alberta and the United States, 
the area of treeless land was gradual- 
ly extended by fire hundreds of miles 
easterly, But in Manitoba, since 
these fires have ceased, the western 
fringe of forest hat begun to recover 
lost ground, and, aided by artificial 
reforestration under the stimulus of 
the Forestry Branch, tree-growth will 
soon be a8 common On the prairies 
as on the farms of Eastern Canada.

fotal area examined last summer was 
about 11,000,000 acres, some on the 
rough slopes of the Rockies, some in 
the rocky areas of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan and some in the low-lying 
and muskeg region of Northern Al- 
berta. Very little land was found fit 
for agriculture in these regions, and 
most of it is recommended as forest 
reserves.

AMUNDSEN NEEDS $200,000 


Norwegian Explorer's Estimate 

Cost of Next North Polar Trip 

' On Fram 

Reports from Christiania state that 
Captain Raola Amunisen, the Nor- 
Wegian explorer, must have $200,000 
before he can equip his proposed 
Polar expedition, <plorers and 
scientists here expressed the belief 
that it would be practically impog- 
sible to raise the required sum, 

Reports from Christiania said that 
Amundsen’s ship, the Fram, after 
completing repairs at Monte Video, 
would sail for Norway, the plan be- 
ing for her to leave there and pass 
through the Panama canal to the 
Pacifle coast early in 1915, providing 
that $200,000 can be raised before 
that iime. Th; National Geographi- 
cal Society there recently decided to 
appropriate $20,000 for tha Amund- 
sen expedition. According to an- 
nounced plans, the expedition is 
scheduled to Ikave the Pacific coast 
next year, to explore the Polar basin. 
The vast tract between Northern 
Cancda, Alaska and Asia, including 
the North Pole, is contemplated to be 
traversed by the explorer, and it is 
expected that the yoyage would re- 
quire at least four years’ work in the 
Polar ice

French Have Designed Moveable 
Forts for Protection of Long 
Coast Line 
An entivs const-defence battery 
mounted on railwdy trucks is the 
answer of French military authorities 
to the question of how to secure posi- 
tive defense over long coast lines 
with economy. The advantages «iain 
ed for these inobile batteries are the 
economy in the preparation for th: 
defence of any place, as the batterie 
on wheels cost !css than permanent! 
fixed batteries and can be sent to 
threatened points from places + here 
they are not needed, the only expense 
yeing for laying the rails. Then, too, 
no coast-defence plans can be sold to 
the enemy, no photographs, ov draw- 
ings stolen, for no pesimanent works 
indicate where the salient points of 
this defence .re located. No special 
roads need be Jaid, for military rail- 
Ways can be used In time of peace for 
commercial purposes, and in war 
time, peaceful roads utilized for war 
purposes. The guns so far manufac- 
tured for this work are of howit 
pattern, and in 7.87-in., 6-in., and 4. 
in sizes. They are protected by tur- 
rets, and the ammunition cars are ar- 
mored.

Announcement has just been made 
that the deepening of the Suez canal 
has been completed, and the water- 
way now has a depth of 29 feet for 
its entire length, Originally it was 
planned to give the canal :. depth of 
26% feet, and for years after it 
was completed this Cepth was main- 
tained. Increase in the size of ves- 
sels routed through this short cut to 
the Orient made it necessary to deep- 
en the cut, and dredging operations 
conducted in the early eighties addel 
one foot to the depth. Six years ago 
the new finished wundertating was 
begun, and throughout the 100 miles 
of navigation from Port Said to Suez 
dredges lave removed silt and sand, 
deepening the waterway to 29 fert 
Already proposals are being consider- 
ed for a further dredging, which will 
make the minimum depth thirty 
feet. Tho Panama canal, while but 
fifty miles long, cost nearly $300,000,- 
000, as cumpared with the Suez e<- 
penditure of $96,500,000 for twice the 
distance. The Panama canal, how- 
ever, is 40 feet deep and 300 feet 
wide, while its castern rival is coa- 
narrower, only 200 to 265 
feet in width, and is a sea-level ex- 
cavation mainly through sand. 


REMOUNTS FOR WAR PURPOSES 


New Scheme For Ranch on Land 
North of Medicine Hat 

Hon, Colonel Sam Hughes has 
been empowered by the government 
to lease to the National Livestock 
Exchange, Limited, townships 20, 21 
and 22, range 3, west of fourth Mert- 
dian, comprising 65,000 acres of the 
land lying sixty miles north of Medi- 
cine Hat and soutk of the Red Deer 
river, for the purpose of collecting 
and -providing—thereon half-brve cay- 
alry remounts. The company will 
pay an annual rental of two cents per 
acre for the land. The terms %° this 
lease are that thé company shali pro- 
duce halfbred dams remounts to the 
number of not less than 1,500 each 
year after 1916. The government of 
‘anada is to have the horses raised 
by the exchange and the company 
must hold and mature until th» age 
of three and a half years all horses 
which the minister of militia ma, de- 
sire for military purposes. The pric 
to be paid by the minister is not to 
exceed the substantial sum of $250 
per head. 

It is further agreed that the war 
cffice of Great Britain may have pre- 
emption rights at the same price and 
ferms in respect to such horses as 
remuin after the minister has made 
his choice. The exchange ust have 
the right, however, to retain fifty fil- 
lies and fifty colts each year for 
breeding purposes, 

Colonel Hughes sabmits that the 
lease will be in the interest of the 
public, as it is !csircd that every 
encouragement should be given for 
the production of horses for war pur- 
powes. 


PARTY VISITS NEW ISLAND 


Finds it Mass of Lava Covered With 
Pumice Stone and White 
Ash 

The new island, which recently 
sprung up near the Bonin group off 
Japan, has been visited by a party 
from the steamer Chefoo, who de- 
scribe it as a mass of iava covered 
With pumice stone and white ash. The 
Chefoo ioeates the island at latitude 
north 24.17 degrees and longitude 
east 141.29 degrees. When the steam: 
er approached the island appeared 
pure white with blackish cliffs rising 
about 200 feet. For a r:diug of three 
miles the sea wag filled with fluating 
pumice. The land party found it ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to row near the 
cliffs as they were constantly break- 
ing away and falling into the sea to 
join the already great mass of pum- 
ice. Also, On account of the very 
soft nature of the rurface, no at- 
tempt was made to journey inland, 

The main creater was located to the 
southwest, being a quarter of a mile 
wide, It emitted cuormons clouds of 
black smoke, obscuring the sun. At 
night there was a red glow and oc- 
casional tongues of flames. On the 
eastern side a small crata:, which 
discharged poisonous fumes, made an 
approach impossible. The water 
about was warm, 

The ¢aptain of the Chefoo thinks 
the whole {sland will gradually cliff 
off until only the solid central mass 
of lava remains.

Scheme ic Now Well Launched and i 

Resci ing Considerable Attention 

by Various Associations East and 

West Throughout the Dominion. 

An inter-provincial pighway, run- 
hing from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coast, is a scheme that is recely 
cousiderable attention ac ti 
time, Various associations have beea 
organized with a view tw bringing 
about the construction o tis ¢ vte, 
und its ultimate success now seems 
certain, This scheme wus tirst moot: 
ed three or four years ago, and the 
possibilities were :hown by the trip 
undertaken by H. J. Wilby. The out- 
come of the agitation in favor of this 
scheme Was the organizeiion of woat 
has become known as the Dominion 
Higiways association. This organiza- 
tion bas gone to considerable ex- 
pense in order to educate » people 
of Canada to the immense value of 
such an inter-provincial route. 

As with all big schemes, pubite 

opinion moves but slowly, and where 
the scheme deserve: merjt, '. usually 
gets it—it is only = question of time. 
The carly endeavors of the Dominion 
fligbways Associatio:. and various 
other bodies did not rx adily sueceed 
but the weight of their arguments is 
now being felt. Motovists especially 
are acknowledging the merits of th. 
Proposal, and this fact was no more 
clearly shown than whey tho Saskat- 
chewan Motor League re cently organ- 
ized at Regina, took lip .8 one of its 
first subjects, the proposal . have an 
interprovincial highway. 
‘vas readily endorsed, and the 
of this new league, whieh js repro: 
sentative of Saskaicvewan, will be 
placed before the provincial govern- 
ment, There seers little doubt but 
that the Saskatchewan governnent 
will deal with the matter :.° its uext 
session at Regina, as well us otaer 
piovincial goversments. The fede ral 
Bovernment already the matte* 
in han, . 

The scheme in general provides for 
a road from coast to coast, travelling 
as near as possible in a straight line, 
It is not intended to have any wide 
deviations in order ty pass through 
any particular city, the idea being to 
build reads from: the various ¢ 
Within rexsonable distanee to the in- 
t-rprovincial road, 4 

The various motor leagues of Can- 
ada will covverste with the leaeu 
in the United States, as it will 2- 
ly be ne<essary for the route to ron 
South into the States before reaching 
Latke Superior, and again cross into 
Canada either at Detroit or Port 
Euron, from there continuing i1 as 
direct a Hne 13 possible to the east 
ern terminus cn the Atlantie ovean. 
The route followed by Mr. Wilby in 
his pioneer trip requirea that b> skin 
his automobile from Sault Ste. Marie 
ts Fort William, and from there cor- 
tinue by road, ‘ 

The Saskatchewan end of the 
scheme was fully discusee4 at the re- 
cent Motor League convention at Re- 
gina. One feature which las now 
been definitely decided ia that the 
provincial government, the city of Re- 
gina and the city of Moose Jaw wil! 
co-operate in putting th. highway be 
tween Regina avd Moose Jaw in first 
class conditicn, and it is understood 
other municipalitios will also co-oper- 
ate with the provincial government 
in improving the interprovincial road 
throughout Saskatchewan, It is 
claimed that the tourist traffic over 
the road would be considerable. 

The Saskatehewsn poriion of the 
inter-provinelal road Will probably be 
a continuation of the road which the 
Dominion goveramen: have under 
consideratiou. From the casters 
boundary of the provire> to Swift 
Current the road is already in fair- 
ly good condition, considerable wort: 
having been done o1. it by both the 
municipal and provincial auli rities, 
Repairs will have to be mad» ut u few 
points in the eastern section of the 
road, This road in a general way will 
parallel the main line ef the Canad: 
jan Pachi. Railway. ‘Tho road be- 
tween Rogina and Moose Jaw wiil be 
considerable improved as stated 
above, by the provincial governn ent, 
and the cities of Regina and Moose 
Jaw, 

From Swift Current to the Alberta 
boundary the road as outlined, is only 
problematical, as a great deal of work 
and expense will be involved in put- 
ting it in good condition, 

Nut only is ft expected that the 
motor tourists will use this inter. 
yrovincial road to a considerable ex- 
tdnt, but it fs expected that tru: 
farming will also be encouragy4.
